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Crippling Canada’s Credit 
An Editorial 


ANADA is to be still further crucified on the cross of 

Gold. That is the sickening news revealed by the 
Minister of Finance at Ottawa, in announcing the terms of 
the bill creating the new central bank — the Bank of 
Canada, 

Though farmers are bankrupt because of low com- 
modity prices, induced by our depleted currency, and 
Canadian industry is perishing for lack of money, the 
currency - issuing powers of the central bank are to be 
restricted to four times the amount of the gold bullion in 
the vaults of the central bank. Gold is to be the god 
of the Bank of Canada. 

The new bank is not to be a government owned bank 
in the public service, prepared when high occasion needs 
to make losses in the public interest. With that passion 
in which Premier Bennett holds private ownership and 
the sacredness of interest, the new bank is to have the 
public credit handed to it for the purpose of making 
private profit. But even that betrayal of the public 
welfare is secondary to the wrong inflicted by imposing on 
this money-starved nation a restriction upon the relief 
that the new central bank shall be able to give. 


ERE is an illustration of our dire money shortage. 

On April 30, 1931, the total amount of cash which the 

banks admitted to be owing to their depositors was 
$2,049,002,583. 

The total amount of all the legal tender in Canada that 
day was but $214,814,046 — little more than ten per cent 
of what they owed their depositors. If they had all the 
legal tender of Canada in their possession that day, they 
could not have met 11 per cent of their demand liabilities. 
The proportion is probably larger today. 

In such a situation of money-shortage, when the trade 
of Canada is hampered and half its working population is 
idle and on relief for lack of money to start them at work, 
the new central bank with all the credit of Canada behind 
it is to be restricted in its issue of currency according to 
the amount of gold bullion that happens to be in its vaults. 

No wonder that the shrewd Nathan Meyer Rothschild, 
who urged the gold standard on Britain over a hundred 
years ago and placed the nation in bond to him, gleefully 
said, ‘So long as I control the money of the nation I don’t 
care who makes its laws.” 

F the chartered banks of Canada can handle two billions 

of depositors funds, payable on demand, with less 
than 11 per cent of legal tender in the whole nation, why 
should the central bank, in receipt of valuable security in 
addition to being the custodian of the public credit, be 
restricted in its issue of currency to the requirements of 
a 25 per cent gold reserve? It is not needed by the central 
bank. The history of the Finance Act when used as a 
central bank proves that advances totalling hundreds of 
millions of dollars of legal tender were made without an 
ounce of gold being deposited. That the government does 
not expect to redeem its legal tender in gold to the 
general public is seen in the provision limiting its repay- 
ment to those who can make use of 400 ounce bars. 

The blinded Samson, as a last gesture of strength 
pulling down the pillars of the temple had purpose in his 
intention. Premier Bennett in the dying year of his reign, 
cannot be acquitted of intention to restrict currency and 
credit, and sacrifice the welfare of Canada on the altar of 
gold and six per cent cumulative interest dividends. 

The Provincial Legislature now in session, every 
Chamber of Commerce, Civic and Municipal Council, 
Service and Welfare Club — as well as every enlightened 
individual — should make immediate protest against this 
attempt to deprive Canada of financial freedom.

OTTAWA, Feb, 23.—First steps to 
create the Bank of Canada were 
taken in the house of commons yes- 
terday. 

To an attentive chamber, Hon, E 
N. Rhodes, finance minister, out- 
lined the government legislation for 
establishment of a Central banking 
institution In all major features it 
follows recommendations of the 
royal commission headed by Lord 
Macmillan, 

The importance of the step was | 
indicated by Mr. Rhodes. The bill, 
he said, “marks an advance stage in 
our economic and financial develop- 
ment as a nation.” | 

Coupled with the bill creating 
the Bank of Canada came the gov- 
ernment measure to extend the 
charters of commercial banks for 
another ten years, Both the mea- 
sures passed first reading. 

Their destination for the time be- 
ing is the banking and commerce 
committee of the house where mem- 
bers will have an opportunity for 
full discussion.

TOUHY TRIO 


Factor Kidnap Trial Their 
Waterloo After Two 
Escapes 


CHICAGO, Feb. 23—Roger Touhy 
and two of his henchmen were 
convicted early today and _ sen- 
tenced to 99 years for the sensa- 
tional kidnapping of John Factor— 
a verdict state officials said mark- 
ed the smashing of one of the most 


formidable criminal organizations 
in the United States. 
The penalty is second strongest 


punishment possible under Illinois 
law. The three kidnappers must 


serve 33 years in prison before they | 


will be eligible for parole. 

The men convicted were Touhy, 
head of a gang which fought Al 
Capone's syndicate for years, and 
two of his henchmen, Gus Schaefer 
and Albert Kator. 


|BEAT TWO CHARGES 


The conviction came after Touhy 
and Schaefer had twice defeated 
attempts to convict them for kid- 
napping—once previously in the 
Factor case and also for the $100,000 
abduction of William Hamm, Jr., 
millionaire St. Paul brewer. 

They were acquitted in the Hamm 
case, and in the first Factor trial 
together with Kator, they won tem- 
porary respite when the jury was 
unable to agree after more than 
24 hours deliberation.

MUST BE SOLD

coin or bullion owned by them in 
Canada, This will be bought at 
the current rate for gold, but the 
profit from any’ advance on the 
standard rate of $20.67 per ounce 
will be turned into the consolidated 
revenue fund of Canada. 

There is an exception to this in 
the case of gold held by banks 
against liabilities elsewhere than in, 
Canada, when the profit, if any,: 
will go to the chartered banks con-' 
cerned.

In view of the introduction of 
the bill at Ottawa incorporating 
the new central bank, further 
articles on the use of the Finance 
Act as a central bank are made 
unnecessary. Attention is, how- 
ever, called to the following arti- 
cle in which this profound stud- 
ent of Canadian banking prob- 
lems gives his views of what a 
central bank for Canada 
should be, to be completely ef- 
fective.—Editor. 


Canada must have a central 
bank. Such a bank must* be in- 
stituted on no basis of compro- 
mise, however. 
ated because it could. be of tre-| 
mendous benefit to the Canadian 
people. Here is a summary of 
what our proposed central bank | 
could do: 

1. Act of a depository of the} 
cash reserves of the commer- 
cial banks. 

Perform the duties of a clear- 
ing house agency. 

Do. rediscounting. 

Assume the duties performed | 
at present by the Trustees of | 
the Central Gold Reserves. 
Take over the supervision of 
the Circulation Redemption 
Fund. 

Carry out the work of bank 
inspection. 

Assume responsibility for the 
solvency of the whole bank- 
ing structure. 


Finance of the duty of ad- 
ministration of the Finance 
Act. 
Encourage the growth of 
money and bill markets in 
Canada. 
Act as the depository of Gov- 
ernment funds. 
Act.as the fiscal agent of ‘the 
. Government. 
Represent the Government at 
financial «conferences. 
Assume the monopoly of note 
issue. 
Act.in the capacity of expert 
financial adviser to Govern- 
ments — federal, 
and municipal — such as in 
the matter of foreign bor- 
rowings.

MUST BE STATE-OWNED | 


The last item in the list of 
duties—that of controlling money 
and credit for the general wel- 
|fare—is by far the most import-| 
jant. The influence of the work- 
ings of money and credit on the} 
|lives of the people today is so} 
j PRcfound that its direction and | 
control should be one of the 
|prime functions of government— 
though not necessarily a direct 
fone. In Canada this vital func- 
|tion has been delegated to insti- | 


|tutions organized for the pursuit | 
|of private profit. It should be| 
removed from such _ institutions | 
|and entrusted to a central bank 
whose monetary experts would 
exercise it in the interest of the| 
people as a whole. 

If the proposed central bank is 
to be the institution cf service | 
that it ought to ‘be, it must be 
properly constituted and em- 
powered, In the first place it 
must be a NATIONAL central 
bank. It is in no-sense the pur- | 
pose of this paragraph to repeat | 
the arguments for and against 
public ownership of the central 
bank, but to reiterate the fact 
that the proposed bank should be | 
‘national” in the sense that it 
will be state-owned. To make it} 
otherwise would be, in the opin- 
ion of the writer, but to play 
with the question—to attack the

‘Former Crown Prince 
Takes Oath Before Joint 


Parliament 


BRUSSELS, Feb, 23.—A new 
King of the Belgians, Leopold Il, 
was enthroned today when the 
former Crown Prince took the 
oath to defend the constitution be- 
fore both houses of parliament. 
He officially became King, suce 
ceeding his father, the late Albert I, 
at the conclusion of the reciting of 

the oath at 11 am. 

The 32-year-old monarch spoke 
the brief oath in French and ree 
peated it in Flemish before the lege 
islators and assembled dignitaries, 

A splendid array of foreign repe 
resentatives and diplomats in the 
lavishly-decorated Chamber of Dep- 
uties cheered the new ruler with the 
same enthusiasm as did thousands 
of people who watched him on hig 
ride to parliament from the Royal 
Castle at Laeken, 

Some sections along the route 
showed less enthusiasm than others, 
but there were no organized counter 
manifestations.

Gives Lecture 
On Italian Art 


Artist is Overwhelmed by 
Beauty of Rockies 


Signor Eugenio F. Croizat, who 
stopped in the city for a few hours 
Thursday evening on his way east 
from the Pacific coast gave an in- 
teresting illustrated lecture in Con- 
vocation hall on the subject “Gem 
of Italian Painting.” 


Having travelled through the 
Rockies, immediately prior to his) 
lecture, Signor Croizat paid the

In his travels throughout all parts| 
of the world, Signor Croizat! 
thought that he had never seen!

thirty-five thousand pounds, or} 
about one hundred and seventy- 
five thousand dollars. Perhaps he 


had exceptional advantages, as his 
father was the head of a famous 


tobacco concern in Amsterdam, 
| whose foreign correspondence 
;brought hundreds of specimens 


from all parts of the world, until, | 
as the years went by, his collection 
abounded in rarities. He himself 
became a tobacco magnate, and 
combed the whole world for stamps. | 
He secured specimens of almost} 
; every stamp issued in the British | 
dominions. The Mauritius stamps 
alone realized about $20,000. It is 
| thirty years since he found the 
work becoming so tremendous that 
he divided the foreign specimens! 
among his sons and limited his own 
collection to British empire phil- 
jately. Since his death this collec- 
tion has been offered for sale, and 
{now philatelists all over the world 
are treasuring the rare specimens 
emanating from the romance of a 
life-time’s hobby.—N.E.H.

Dividends to Policyholders 
for 1934 Third Largest 
in History 


A very satisfactory financial 
report for 1933 featured by a record- 
breaking total of payments to policy- 
holders; an increase in assets; and 
declaration of the third largest 
dividend to policyholders in the 
Company's history, is presented to- 
day by the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Company to its more than 
twenty-five million policyholders. 
The Company is entirely mutual, 
having no stockholders, 

This report gives striking evidence 
of the reliance of the people o 
Canada and the United States on 
the security and protection of life 
{nsurance, as more than Two Billion 
Dollars has been paid by the Metro- 
politan Life to its policyholders and 
their beneficiaries during the past 
five years. 

In 1984 $95,280,452 was reserved 
for dividends to policyholders. The 
regular scale of dividends on pre- 
mium-paying policies are the same 
as those of a year ago. Including 
1984 declaration, the Metropolitan 
since its organization has paid or 
credited a total of $918,472,210 to 
policyholders in the form of bonuses 
and dividends. Of this amount 
$400,000,000 was earned and de- 
clared during the last four years.

Commenting on Canadian activities 
of the Company, Third Vice-Presi- 
dent Wright, Manager for Canada, 
said: “In 1933 we paid out mere to 
our policyholders in the Dominion

menced business here in 1872. Dur 
ing the last five years the total 
amount so paid was $116,074,446." 
It was also pointed out by Mr. 
Wright that investments of the 
Metropolitan Life in Canada had 
been increased during the year to 
$246,238,408, and that the amount of 
Canadian business in force exceeded 
One Billion Dollars. 

The total assets of the Company 
on December 3ist were 83,860,761,- 
191, mn increase of $91,888,766 over 
1982. It was pointed out that one of

in settlement of death claims and

The 
record was rolled up at the average 
rate of 19,929 policies for $10,518,227 
on each business day of the year. 
The combined total] is, in itself, more 
than the Company's total of business 
in force at the end of 1913—only two 
decades ago—after it had been doing 
Business fur uearly a half veutury, 
A distinct increase over 1982 was 
registered in the Ordinary depart- 
ment—$1,583,300,706 in 1933, against 
$1,571,593,135 during the preceding 

ar. 

The total amount of Metropolitan 
Life insurance in force at the end 
of 1983 was $18,802,984,818, which 
amount was sufficient to assure the 
Metropolitan's continued supremacy 
among all life insurance companies. 
Of the total in force, $9,936,236,416 
was in the Ordinary department, 
$6,424,469,056 in the Industrial, and 
$2,442,279,346 in the Group. In ad- 
dition, the Accident and Health tn- 
surance In force totalled $1,213,822,- 
700 principal sum benefit, and $12,- 
686,918 weekly indemnity.

SPEECH COVERS 
MANY ISSUES 


Pincher Creck Member 
Finds Highway Control

Government regulation of size 
and length of truck loads on high- 
ways and prohibition from high- 
| ways between sundown and sunset 
and on Sundays of such loads as 
poles and oil-well casings, was ad- 
vocated in the legislature on Thurs- 
day by Harvey Bossenberry, Liberal, 
Pincher Creek, in speaking in the 
debate on the Speech from the 
Throne. 

Passing on to a consideration of 
the auto license question, Mr. Bos- 
senberry declared himself in favor 
of having the license year end on 
March 31. This might work a hard- 
ship on the people of the north, but 
the matter would right itself in 
time. Some provision could be made 
to sell these people a six months’ 
license,” he said. 

“I have always maintained that 
what we call a license should be a 
registration fee,” he said, “And it 
should be a nominal one at that, of 
say, $5 for any car, No one could 
object® to that, even in the north | 
and in the cities and the south, 
where we use our cars practically 
the year round, we would be paying 
in the way of the gasoline tax.

debts will have to be greatly reduc- 
ed. Having been in the retail trade 
for more than 20 years I, along with 
the majority of the retail merchants 
of this province, have considerable 
outstanding on my books and on ac- 
count of conditions existing during 
the last three or four years, I am 
convinced that a large percentage 
of these obligations will never be 
met, so that we might as well get 
down to brass tacks and have a rea- 
sonable adjustment, which will give 
the debtors a chance to pull through. 

‘The requests made by the retail 
merchants are reasonable and I 
trust the government will introduce 
legislation along these lines,”
